As 1978 sinks fast into the past, people around the 
world reflect on the news events of the year. 
Newspaper editors are no different. 

A poll was conducted among the editors and staff 
of The Daily Universe in an effort to find 1978’s top 
10 stories at BYU. Voting for the top five was clearly 
unanimous, with only three or four dissenting opi- 
nions, but the selection of the other five were as 
varied as the staff itself. 

Following is a brief synopsis of those top stories: 
Read and reflect. 


Blacks receive priesthood 


On Friday, June 9, 1978 an historic decree was 
issued to all the world by the First Presidency-of the 
LDS church. For the first time in the history of the 
148-year-old church, black male members would be 
allowed to officiate in church ordinances. Simple 
words, in a letter addressed to church leaders, read, 
“all of our brethren who are worthy may receive the 
priesthood.’”’ These words changed the lives of many 
black LDS members, who for years had dreamed of 
the day when they too would be dble to receive all of 
the Church’s blessings. 


The story caused a ripple throughout the world. 


- Major magazines stopped their presses to include the 


historic announcement. 


The news was greeted with gladness from almost 
everyone; world leaders praised the authorities of the 
Church for their “compassion and courage.”’ Because 
blacks had never been allowed to hold the priesthood, 
many LDS people did not believe the revelation had 
come when first told about it by friends. However, 
when they were convinced that it had truly occurred, 
they were pleased and excited. 


The story demanded immediate attention and the 


Universe went to press to publish an extra, only the 
third to published by the paper in 15 years. 


Fair housing dispute 


BYU came under fire from the federal government 
in March because the U.S. Justice Departent felt the 
university and landlords of off-campus housing 
developments were in violation of the Fair Housing 
Act. The Justice Department felt ‘‘the defendants 
have refused to rent dwellings to persons because of 
their sex.” 

The proposed suit was sparked when a woman was 
not allowed to rent the only apartment left in a cer- 
tain complex because it was in the area of the com- 
plex reserved for members of the opposite sex. BYU 
President Dallin H. Oaks argued that BYU was a 
church-sponsored institution and protected under 
the First Amendment to make ’its own rules in spite 
of legal restrictions. 

The Justice Department felt the policies of BYU 
off-campus housing affected others who were not con- 
nected with the University. The complaint was set- 
tled out of court with BYU and the Justice Depart- 
ment agreeing to allow landlords to decide if they 
wanted to continue to be approved BYU housing and 
keep the sexes in separate buildings or lose their BYU 
stamp of approval and allow apartments of both 
sexes to live under the same roof. 

However, only “‘students’”’ were to be permitted to 
live in the approved housing. The definition of ‘“‘stu- 
dent”? was so loosely defined at the time that no 
further problem has developed. 


Marla Rae Scharp 


Late the night of June 29, an unknown person en- 
tered the unlocked apartment of Marla Rae Scharp, 
26. Raped and strangled, the young woman was left 
to be discovered by her roommates the next morning 
as they came to wake her from “sleeping in.” 


Few clues were left for the police as they tried to 
piece together the facts surrounding the murder. The 
four roommates moved out of the apartment, haun- 
ted by the memory that was there. 

Miss Scharp had served a mission for the LDS 
ee in Guatemala from March 1975 to September 

The lack of an adequate crime lab in Utah hin- 
dered police who worked in vain to find the killer. To- 
day they are no closer to solving the crime than they 
were when it occurred. 


Jeans: To wear or not to wear 


A. Lavon Bryan caused smiles from some and 
shock from others when she wrote a letter to the Un- 
iverse detailing how she entered the McKay Testing 
Center to take a test, clad in a long coat and “‘under- 
pants.’’ Personnel at the testing center had told her 
she could not take her test because the jeans she was 
wearing did not conform to university dress stan- 
dards. She went to a nearby restroom where she 
removed her “‘jeans”’ and returned to take her test. 

The story made national news. Paul Harvey on his 
daily noon-hour braodcast said “tsk-tsk-tsk.”’ The 
Associated Press ran the story on its wire service 
across the country. The Universe was flooded with 
letters to the editor about the story. 


Earlier in the spring, J. Elliot Cameron, dean of 


* student life, had made the jeans issue news, by offer-

ing a new definition of the word jeans. Cameron 
defined the word as a pair of men’s cut pants of a 
denim material. ‘‘A female who wears a very nice pair 
of clean jeans, provided they are female cut, is not in 
violation of standards,” he said. 

But many students are still confused as to what is 
legal and what is not. 


Football-winners and losers 


Last of the top five stories was the up-and-down 
season of the BYU Cougar football team. Again the 
Cougars won the conference championship, again the 
team was led by outstanding quarterbacking, in fact 
by two oustanding quarterbacks, again the team 
traveled to Japan to play, and again the team choked 
in the game that mattered most. 

Because the Cougars reigned kings in the WAC, 
they were invited to play in the first annual Holiday 
Bowl. BYU lost their third bowl game in as many 
attempts, 23-16. The devastating blast was delivered 
by the hands of Phil McConkey, a Navy missile-man, 
who from his split end position, weaved, dodged and 
darted through the Cougar defensive backfield. 


Maybe next year a bowl victory will embrace the 
Cougars.

Last of the top ten 


Next in the voting came the visit of former Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford to the BYU campus. While here 
Ford walked and talked with students. He refused to 
comment when asked if he would again seek “the 
highest office in the land,” but did say that if he were 
to run against President Jimmy Carter, “it would be 
an interesting contest.” 

The conversion of the LDS Language Training 
Mission in Provo to the new Missionary Training 
Center, where all LDS missionaries would report 
before embarking on their two-year missions, was 
listed as the next top story. Beginning Oct. 26, all 
missionaries, not just those going to foreign lands, 
came to Provo to receive training. The First 
Presidency said the change was to more extensively 
orient and prepare the missionaries. 

The case of the missing meteorite, the Murchinson 
Meteorite to be exact, pulled up next in line. In 1972 
DeVere Baker, an explorer and world traveler from 
San Pedro, Calif., donated the meteorite to BYU. Ac- 
cording to Baker, the meteorite was “conclusive proof 
of life beyond earth” because it contained amino 
acids, which Baker said, are “the building blocks of 
life on this earth.” The rock from outer space ap- 
parently has been “‘misplaced”’ and is still in its mis- 


-sed place today. 


During the student government elections in the 
early spring, the Erekson-Edwards ticket, a self- 
proclaimed ‘‘joke”’ ticket, ran away with the primary 
voting and then bowed out. The comedy team 
received 1,392 votes. The next closest were the Bratt 
brothers who accumulated in 814 student votes. Us- 
ing jokes at their outdoor noon-day rallies, such as, “I 
know you can’t walk on the grass, so everybody crawl 
out there and stand up,” the Edwards team was a 
smashing success. They ran “as a satire on the 
hypocrisy and serious attitudes associated with stu- 
dent elections.” But as they said, “A joke can be 
carried too far, and if it is, it becomes stale and 
meaningless.” Their pulling out after a landslide vic- 
tory kept them fresh. 

Last of the top 10 was the opening of the Monte L. 
Bean Life Science Museum. With the dedication of 
the $3.25 million structure, the University had a 
respectable home for the large collection of wildlife 
trophies which had been donated to BYU by Monte 
L. Bean, an LDS Seattle businessman and 
philanthropist.

After suffering a crushing defeat to BYU one 
month ago, the Utah State Aggies turned the tables 
on the Cougars Saturday night and dealt the Cats 
their fifth road game loss of the season. 

Utilizing the fast break and assisted by 17 BYU 
turnovers, the Aggies erased a 44-37 Cougar halftime 
lead and went on to trounce BYU 84-68. 

The second half Aggie explosion was paced by 
guard Keith McDonald who scored 20 of his 26 points 
in the final half. The 6-3 guard hit on nine-of-17 field 
goals and added eight points from the free throw line.

One month prior, the hot-handed guard was held 
to five points as the Cougars ran up a 99-80 win over 
the Aggies in the Marriott Center. 

BYU, who was plaqued in the early minutes of the 
game with foul trouble, broke a 12-12 deadlock with 
15:01 to play in the first half and scored eight un- 
answered points until Aggie forward Preston Bailess 
scored on a ten-footer. 

The Cougars opened their lead to 12 with 7:41 
remaining on a 19 footer by guard Steve Craig. The

In their most successful match of the 
season, the Cougar matmen swept 
Saturday’s bout with Montana State’s 


Bobcats 51-0. ~ ; 


BYU scored the initial points in 
every match and grappled four pins on 
their way to the Montana shut out. 
“We're in a lot better shape than last 
week,” said Cougar Coach Fred Davis, 
referring to last Wednesday’s 33-11 
defeat to Oklahoma State. 

Davis mentioned that the Bobcats 
are a better team than the match 
results showed. 

The highlights of the match were the 
performances of the Cougar rookies, 
according to Davis.“‘I was real pleased 
with the young people,” he said. 

Cougar Brad Davis set the pace for 
the first-year wrestlers at the onset of 
the match when he won an 11-7 deci- 
sion? The 118 pounder from Preston, 
Idaho beat fellow freshman Mark 
Ohriner, an alternate to the 1976 
Olympics and a gold medalist at the 
1978 Maccabiah Games in Israel. 

In the 126 pound weight class BYU’s 
Lyle Stratton won a super superior 
decision over Frank Cheff. Rookie 
Stratton didn’t allow Cheff to score un- 
til the third period, and Cheff was held 
down to three points against Stratton’s 
20. 

Senior Ed Maisey, 134 lbs., upped 
his record to 9-1 and maneuvered the 
match’s first fall when he cradled 
senior R.J. Parke in the second period. 


Maisey is currently ranked fourth in. 


the nation. 

The closest contest of the match 
came in the 142 pounds division. 
Cougar Craig Prete and Bobcat Larry 
LaFountain exchanged points right up 


‘to an 11-11 tie at the end of the third 
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712 West Columbia lane 
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period. Prete was then awarded one 
point for riding time, and won the 
match 12-11. 

At 150 pounds, BYU’s Jerry Dodge, 
who has been gaining momentum 
since competition resumed this 
semester, pinned Bill Tietz in an 
aggressive match that lasted into the 
third period. “Jerry did an outstanding 
job,” said Davis of the freshman from 
Beaverton, Oregon. . 

With 15 seconds to spare in the 
second period, Cougar Donnie Owen 
won by fall over Mitch Komen. 
Dominating the entire match, Owen 
used a fireman’s carry then went into a 
headlock to pin his opponent. 


MSU forfeited the 167 pounds con- 
test, giving BYU’s Billy Boyd an effor- 
tless six points. 

Brad Hansen, rated first in the na- 
tion at 167 pounds and now wrestling 
in the 177 pounds division, upped his 
undefeated record to 11-0 by pinning 
Steve Goetz one minute and 20 
seconds into the match. 

“They really needed those wins,” 
Davis said, referring to the last two 
contests of the match. 190 pounds 
Doug Petersen, in his second perfor- 
mance for the Cougars this year won a 
10-1 decision over Andy Romine. 

After a scoreless first period, 
heavyweight Cougar Scott Robinson 
pinned Dave Torchia by starting with 
a cradle, then rolling him to score the 
fall with a double arm bar. 

Davis said he was “real pleased’’ 
with the overall outcome of the match, 
but indicated that there was more 
work to be done. 

In preparation for next week’s com- 
petition with Cal State Fullerton and 
Fresno State on Thursday and Friday, 
Davis says his team will be concen- 
trating on conditioning and working 
from the bottom position.

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‘Anger on Taiwa 


Dark, expressionless Chinese eyes throughout Taiwan followed American 
visitors in hostile silence following the U.S. pact with Red China.

Dozens of dark, expressionless eyes 
followed the two Mormon missionaries as 
they made their way to their seats on the 
passenger train in southern Taiwan. 
They settled uneasily into their seats as 
the train jolted to a start, acutely con- 
scious of the light hair and height that 
singled them out as Americans. Ac- 
customed to the choruses of “Hello” and 
friendly stares they always received from 
the small Oriental people of the island, 
the two elders would normally have 
barely noticed the stir they caused. On 
this trip, though, the air was different; 
tense, constrained, silently hostile. Only 
three days after President Jimmy Car- 
ter’s sudden announcement that the Un- 
ited States was opening diplomatic rela- 
tions with Red China, the tiny country 
was smouldering with deep, quiet anger. 
Outbreaks of violence had been confined 
to the northern capital of Taipei, where 
egg-pelting mobs outside the U.S. Em- 
bassy received international attention. 
Throughout most of the country, the only 
visual signs of the break were acid 
political cartoons on posters in public 
places. But underneath the surface, 
Taiwan’s characteristic pro-American 
friendliness had turned to disappointed 
shock and rage. 


Two Chinas 


The United States, Carter declared in 
announcing the policy change, has 
recognized that there is only one China 
and Taiwan is a part of it. But Taiwan’s 
reaction has shockingly reemphasized 
the bitter reality of two Chinas. For in 
spite of both countries’ insistance that 
there is only one, and the world’s general 
adherance to_that myth, the nations of 
Taiwan and mainland China remain 
poles apart. 

“We all knew it would happen 
sometime, but it was so sudden, and we 
were given no warning,’ said Ch’in 
Yung-ping, a student at Ohio State Un- 
iversity. 

‘““They didn’t have to accept 
everything the Communists asked for,” 
said an angry student from Taipei.

Mis- 
sionary work on the island was stopped for several days following the normalization announcement. 
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“They just accepted everything the Com- 
munists wanted them to.” 

In the initial shock of normalization 
which took even Taiwan’s leaders by sur- 
prise, anti-American feelings ran high. 
Caught in the middle of that feeling were 
Taiwan’s 250 LDS missionaries, most of 
whom are American. 

As news of- normalization flashed 
across Taiwan, presidents of the coun- 
try’s two missions immediately issued 
terse memos to all missionaries advising 
them to discontinue active prosyleting. 
In Taipei, missionaries were restricted to 
their apartments for two weeks. In the 
southern mission, they were given more 
freedom, but were not allowed to tract for 
several days. A daily check-in system 
was set up to insure all missionaries’ 
safety. 

Normalization, looked upon by many 
LDS people-as perhaps a first step in the 
gradual opening of Red China to mis- 
sionary work, was viewed less positively 
by people involved in prosyleting on 
Taiwan. 


“We're wasting a lot of time staying 
home,” and “It’s kind of hard to get peo- 
ple baptized when you can’t go outside,” 
were typical comments of frustrated 


missionaries. 

Among Taiwanese members, feelings 
were varied. One upset branch president 
asked to be released from his position. A 
recent convert’s letter to a sister mis- 
sionary who had taught her was more 
typical, though.

‘We still love you 


“Though our government is through 
with yours, we still love you, especially 
you missionaries,’ she wrote. ‘““We know 
that the real friendship between the two 
countries has just begun.” 


As the shock wore off, missionary work 
was resumed as usual. The regular 
monthly group of Missionary Training 
Center missionaries left for Taiwan on 
schedule. And plans to open a third mis- 
sion in the center of the island went on. 

The long-term effect still remains to be 
seen. President P. Boyd Hales of the 
Taiwan Kaohsiung Mission observed, “‘It 
will affect the missionary work.” 
However, he said, as the Taiwanese 
become used to the new situation their 
resentment against individual 
Americans will die down. Comments of 
Taiwan citizens support his view. 

“This situation is one of the govern- 
ments, not the citizens,” said a taxi 
driver in southern Taiwan. 

“We're angry at Carter, not at all 
Americans. Our president has told us to 
keep friendly relations with Americans,” 
said a Taiwanese girl. 

Fear of U.S. — Red China normaliza- 
tion has faced Taiwan for years. The 
Taiwanese had hoped, though, that it 
would come without the abrogation of 
their country’s=24-year-old mutual 
defense treaty with the United States 
and the pull-out of U.S. troops from the 
country. Their anger stems not from the 
event itself, but from a feeling that the 
United States could have made an agree- 
ment with Red Chiria which would have 
allowed formal relations with Taiwan to 
continue. f 

However, U.S. action in Taiwan over 
the last decade indicates the United 
States has been prepared for years to ac- 
cept the terms it agreed on in the U.S. — 
China pact. U.S. military troops, once 
numbering between 8,000 and 10,000 on 
the tiny island, have been gradually 
reduced to between 1,000 and 2,000 since 
the Nixon administration. Reasons for 
the withdrawal were originally top-secret 
information, but U.S. military sources 
now admit the move was planned as 
preparation for normalization. 


Taiwan’s phenomenal world trade 


The future of Taiwan, now officially 
cut off from its major protector, will de- 
pend largely on its ability to compete 
economically in the world market. So far, 
the country’s ability to trade with a 
world that almost completely ignores its 
official existance has been phenomenal. 
Taiwan’s trade with countries that have

‘‘derecognized’’ her has increased 
dramatically over the past 10 years. Chen 
Chieh-hsien, a professor of history at 
Taiwan University, said Taiwan will 
open up even more than in the past to 
other nations in an effort to compete with 
China. “The future policy of Taiwan will 
be to promoté and strengthen commer- 
cial and cultural relations with foreign 
countries,’ he said. Tourist visas for 
Taiwan citizens, previously very difficult 
to obtain, will now be much easier to get. 

“Canada recognized the mainland and 
Japan did, but none of it affected the 
man on the street,” said Hales. If the 
island’s economy continues to boom and 
the standard of living goes up, the anti- 
American sentiment will decrease, he ad- 
ded. 

“For generations, the U.S. has been 
our good friend,” said Chen. “We have a 
very long, good relationship. Taiwan will 
still be very pro-American.” 

“Your church,” he said, ‘‘makes a very 
good impression in China. Many of my 
students are impressed with your 
missionaries.” 

The strongly nationalistic unity of the 
island may be its strongest asset. Taiwan 
newspapers, in reporting news of nor- 
malization, made strong appeals to the 
people of Taiwan to strengthen the coun- 
try internally. One paper devoted its en- 
tire front page to a large full-color 


Taiwan flag and passionate headlines 
emphasizing patriotism. 


Rising Bamboo Curtain 
In the meantime, the Bamboo Curtain 


that has shut Red China off from the rest 
of the world has been slowly rising. 
Albert Yuan, a BYU employe and 
Taiwan citizen who fled the mainland 
during the Communist takeover after 
World War II, corresponds with family 
members in Red China. : 
During Mao Tse-tung’s Cultural 
Revolution in the early ’70’s, he says, 
“the United States was called ‘the Paper

Yuan’s sister, who lives in Red China, 
will arrive in the United States Friday. 
The visit, her first chance to see some 
members of her family since the Com- 
munist takeover, was made possible by 
the U.S. — China agreement.

says the U.S. is an advanced country. 

Citizens of Red China, who during 
Mao’s reign were forbidden to even talk 
to Americans in the country, are now 
allowed, even encouraged, to interact 
with them, and American visitors are 
greeted with “hundreds of questions.” 

And, as Red China has slowly begun to 
break down its anti-American stance, re- 
quests have come from Chinese citizens 
in the U.S. to send them goods not 
available on the mainland. 


Among these goods, Yuan says, are 


from a family point of view. Even though 
our countries are opposite, we are family. 
We are not opposite.” 

Formal missionary work will probably 
not be allowed in China for some time. 
But many LDS feel that with increasing 
business and cultural contacts with the 
mainland Chinese, the way will 
gradually open for prosyleting there. 

That process has already begun as 
Mormons employed by the U.S. govern- 
ment and businesses prepare to transfer 
to China.

plant locally, made an agreement with 
Red China last Thursday to develop the 
largest iron ore mining facility in the 
world. The more than $1 billion deal is 
the largest negotiated by an American 
company with China since the Chinese 
began buying foreign technical services 
following Mao’s death in 1976. 

A team of U.S. Steel engineers and 
consultants has been in Peking for three 
months to study the project. More 
representatives of the firm will arrive in 
China soon to sign a long series of con- 
tracts in connection with the project. 
Locally, U.S.. steel officials hosted 
representatives of China last summer 
and has been involved in planning stages 
of the contract. Among those who may 
eventually represent the firm in China 
are some BYU students who have studied 
China extensively. 

The project involves construction of 
two power plants with a combined 
capacity of 2.7 million kilowatts, ac- 
cording to company sources. 

According to the Osmonds’ public rela- 
tions office, the well-known Orem singing 
family is tentatively planning a tour of 
China. 

But in spite of top-level decisions in 
luxurious Washington in the near future 
at least, the impact of normalization on 
the average citizen in both Chinas will be 
minimal. In Taiwan, the antagonistic 
stares at Americans will soon return to 
ones of friendly curiosity. Perhaps the 
biggest difference is that such in- 


terchanges may also become as common 
on the mainland. 
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
